Dr. Hans Sclye, Director of the 
Department of Experimental Mcdi 
cine and Surgery at the University 
of Montreal, will address the Pre 
Medical Society at their open meet- 
ing at 5 p.m. today in Room 250 of 
the Biology Building. The topic of 
the talk which will be Illustrated 
with colored slides is "New Cur- 
rents In Medicine." 

Dr. Sclye is well-known for' his 
■work in Endocrinology, and Microb 
iology. Ho' has done extensive re' 
search with ACTH and Cortisone. 
His latest book, "Stress", rcpres 
cnls a summary of. bis theories and 
is regarded, as a landmark, in the 
field of medicine. 

Son of Viennese' surgeon, Dr, 
Selye studied medicine in Czecho- 
slovakia, Paris, and Rome.

Cyril James which stated that 
many universities arc operating on 
a deficit, that could be met by 
raising the money, (which Is im- 
possible) or by government aid. 

Benny Greenberg, the second 
speaker of- the affirmative com- 
pared, the tuition fees of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, which Is sub- 
sidized by the Ontario government, 
with those of MqGlll and proposed 
that all fees be halved with the 
gov't grants making up the diffe- 
rence. 

George Mannard, the first speak- 
er of the negative, replied that a 
satisfactorily functioning university 
does not need financial aid from 
the government. He cited as e» 
amples MIT and Southern Method 
1st University who raised money by 
appealing to Industry and the 
public. 

■ Gerald Burke, who was Judged 
best speaker of the debate pointed 
out that there were over thirty 
recognized universitlps In Canada 
not subsidized by Federal - grants. 
Since the subsidizing would have to 
be equal, he pointed out, some univ- 
ersity standards would have to 
lowered.

Canada's Special Service Force 
has been ordered to Korea, De- 
fence Minister Brooke Claxton 
announced In the House of Com* 
mens last night. 

This will. mean that those men 
who have been training at. Fort 
Lewis, Washington, some 4,000 in 
all, will Join the 2nd' Battalion 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry, who arc already in Korea 
to make a full brigade of Canadian 
troops in Korea. Brig. J. A. Rock- 
ingham, coi^manding officer, has 
already told his men' of the move. 

Meanwhile the Allied troops are 
still on the offensive In Korea. 
Communist troops are withdraw 
ing in disorder, but have still man- 
aged to keep Seoul out ot the bands 
of the United Nations Forces. ■'. 
In the Soviet Zone of Ger- 
many. - military units of the 
people's police are' being armed" 
with Russian artillery weapons, 
anti-tanic weapons, ahtl-alrcraft 
guns, and tanks. Army units of 
the police force will also train 
with the Soviet Army in East 
Germany this spring. 



Seemingly Ignoring this obvious 
rearming, the East German Com- 
munists, under Russian guidance, 
opened in Berlin yesterday a meet- 
ing of the "World Peace Council," 
to concern .itself with a "united, 
peaceful,- demilitarized Germany."

Appearance of Mayor Montgrain 
before a prlvjite bills committee 
of the Legislative Assembly with a 
routine municipal bill touched off 
the scene in which the two public 
figures tossed scathing retorts back 
and forth.

Since Montreal periodically falls heir to the 
title "North America's den of iniquity," to- the 
cNclusioh even of Xcw York' City, a similar 
situation here is at least a theoretical possib- 
ility. A combination of wide public interest 
and bcttng at amateur Inteicollcgiatc athletic 
events could conceivably strain tho integrity 
of the participants. U is a danger that should 
always be considered.

We have 'let our military power 
decline, and have left ourselves 
virtually unprotected.

The great appeal of Communism 
— economic reform — Is only too 
powerful. Their claim that they 
have the only decent morality, 
becaufic they will end the exploit- 
ation of many my man, makes 
very real sense to. the underprivil- 
eged masses. To them. wc commit 
a sin that cries to lieayen.for vcn- 
gence, and the Communists arc the 
heavenly deliverers; io them, poll- 
Ileal freedom without economic 
security is valueless. That is the 
challenge," he said. "How arc 
wc meeting it?" 

"Our leadership, political and 
military, Is dc-centralizcd. Wc have 
not even cslablished a minimum 
basis or agreement between the 
free nations. We hav met the 
chaltcgcnc with defence alone — 
and not too. much of that, either.

Peace, Harmony 
Said Detrimental 
To Communism 

Hamilton, Ont. — C (C.U.P.) — 
"Communism does not thrive among 
harmony, peace and agreements", 
Gordon Graydon, Conservative M.- 
P. recently told.' the 'Politics Club 
at McMastcr University; Mr. Gray- 
don, speaking on Foreign Policy, 
discussed the present world situa- 
tion and compared the Canadian 
Government's manner of dealihi; 
with foreign affairs with that of. 
the United States, 

"Since the war," Mr. Graydon 
pointed out, "Canada has come In- 
to so much greater prominence and 
can now be considered as entering 
a new era in foreign affairs." In 
Canada foreign politics arc "kept 
above any small kinds' of differ- 
ences which arise from time to 
time on the domestic front." 

"This is accomplished by send- 
ing multiple party delegations to 
major world meetings." In this, 
Canada contrasts with American 
policy of having a Republican en- 
nunciate government policy In the 
U.N., while his colleagues repudiate 
that same policy in Congrsss. Fol- 
lowing British custom, Canadians 
do not blur the line between gov- 
ernment and opposition. The' lat- 
ter members on a delegation serve 
as advisors only and remain free 
to criticize. 

"I have come to the conclusion," 
said the speaker, "that one of the 
reasons why we cannot settle 
world problems Is because So- 
viet Russia feels it does not pay 
them to axree with the rest of 
the world." Interest in Commu- 
nism Is best served when ynu 
keep the tyorld at the boiling 
point — It does not thrive amonK 
harmony, agreements and peace. 
Russia Is trying to put the west- 
ern powers in the international 
doR-liouse in the Orient. "But," re- 
minded Mr. Graydon, "we cannot 
fight Communism with might and 
arms alone. You cannot put an idea 
in. jail.. To Its followers. Commun- 
ism is . a religion, an idea, a cru- 
sade. It. is futile to. bomb a crusade. 
Hqwevcri wc need strength to meet 
this challcnsc which resides ' In 
men's minds. For only when wc 
have equality of strength can we 
force Russia to sit down to a coun 
cll table. A war' between two such 
forces would mean destruction for 
boih."

Vancouver. B.C. — (CUP) — "If 
this' underhanded campaisning 
doesn't stop, the elections will!" Jo- 
Anne Strutt, chairman of the Elec- 
tions Committee recently told the 
'Ubyssey', the student publication 
0Î the University of British Colum- 
bia. The Elections Committee had 
been faced with an incrcasinR flood 
of '.'dirty campaigninR" in the re- 
cent Alma Maler Society elections^ 

"Dirty campaigning" began in the 
closing days of the presidential elec- 
tions, when campaign posters were 
ripped from their li-amings and 
destroyed. 

These tactics broke out fresh in 
the first day of second-round jjo- 
minations, when outdoor signs were 
destroyed, and all posters aiid ban- 
ners in the Cafeteria were torn 
down. 

Students entering the caf found 
campaign material scattered all 
over the floor and tables. 

Election candidates attributed the 
dtstruclion of some outdoor signs 
to bad weather, but agreed that the 
weather alone was not responsible. 

'Elections Committee will act 
upon their ultimatum If they con- 
tinue to receive complaints from the 
candidates," Miss Strutt said. 

"It Is not the job of the Elections 
Committee to check upon each de- 
tail of every candidates campaign," 
she said, "and we feel that stu- 
dents should bC' able to conduct 
clean campaigns without personal, 
twenty-four hour supervision." 

"It is up to each candidate him- 
self to check hU own campaigners, 
and those of the other candidates," 
she concluded.

NFCUS Announces National 
Student Week Celebrations 



The Executive ot ' the National 

Federation of Canadian University 
Students has declared this week, 
Feb. 19-24 as National Student 
Week. In connection with this cele- 
bration of the 25th Anniversary of 
N.F.C.U.S. the McGill, Committee is 
setting up a booth In the McGill 
Union which will display calendar.!:, 
yearbooks, bulletins and other data 
from the various Canadian univer- 
sities. Jane Banfield, N.F.C.U.S. Ex- 
change Scholar from U.B.C, will be 
In' chargc of .the booth. 

Bishop's University is now pub 
llshlng a N.F.C.U.S. , Yearbook 
which will be available to McGill 
students at ten cents a couy by the 
middle of March. This book will 
contain articles and pictures of 
campus activity In Canada. Each 
university.' has contributed matei^ial 
to the book, , 

Eight thousand copies of the 
Yearbook will be printed and will 
be distributed by committees on 
each university campus so that it 
will be available to 50,000 Cana- 
dian students. 

The Ottawa Committee has an- 
nounced that the brief on Federal 
Aid to Higher Educatlonjs expect- 
ed, to be presented In this Session 
ot Parliament. In a.rcccht Inter- 
view with thi* Manitoban, the Bi- 
weekly of University of Manitoba. 
President A.H.S. Gillson declared 
that he was right behind NFCUS 



In its fight to get federal aid. 
"Federal aid to education is funa- 
mental and necessary," he said, ''If 
it is not .forthcoming 'the defense 
ot the country will be made much 
more difficult.

Medical School. 

The Arab-Israel War meant for 
the students and staff iKc combin- 
ation ot academic . work with de- 
fense duties. When access to the 
university became impossible, the; 
university carried on Its work in the 
homes of teachers in Jerusalem. 
Although several of the buildings 
suffered damages during the- war, 

I not one of the nearly one-half mil- 

jUon books were touched. 

I Because Hebrew U. is still ex- 

; iled from its home on Mount Scop- 
us, it is carrying on in cramped 
quarters. Today It has an enroll- 
ment ot 1400 students. In time, 
conclude Prof. {Quastel. Hebrew U, 
will equal tome of our universities. 
It yvlll be the great center of learn- 
ing in the Near East and will bridgcf 
the East and West.
